681,301, but with this exception, July 
was the low month of the year to 
date for the rim manufacturing in- 
dustry. The August figures indicate 
that a moderate autumn recovery is 
now under way. The increase in the 
August output last year compared 
with that for the previous month 
was only about 4 per cent., compared 
with the current gain of 13.7 per 
cent, 

Resumption of production by the 
Ford Motor Company this week 
gives further emphasis to the favor- 
able showing of the August rim out- 
put, which necessarily precedes as- 
sembly, for if Ford rim figures were 
included in the Tire and Rim As- 
sociation’s tabulation, they would 
undoubtedly reveal the fact that the 
increase in total rim output would 
be much greater than 13.7 per cent. 

New car models recently intro- 
duced and in prospect apparently 
explain a continuing trend toward 
the use of wire wheels with drop 
center rims. The ratio of drop 
center rims manufactured showed 
another sharp increase in August, 
for 69.2 per cent. of total produc- 
tion was of the drop center type, 
compared with 58.8 per cent. in July 
and 56.4 per cent. in August, 1930. 
Of the total rim output for the first 
eight months of this year, 60.50 per 
cent. were drop center rims, against 
a 35 per cent. ratio for the cor- 
responding months of 1930. 

Total rim output for the first 
eight months of 1931 amounts to 9,- 
997,951 units, compared with 13,958,- 
321 for the corresponding period of 
1930. This is a decline of 28.4 per 
cent., which compares closely with 
the trend of automobile production. 

August output of rims this year 
was about 30 per cent. below that 
for August, 1930.

when the Supreme Court gave an 
advisory opinion that prohibited his 
State fund. There have been al- 
terations in the new proposal by 
which it is hoped to circumvent 
constitutional prohibitions, but the 
idea is virtually the same. The 
majority of the Legislature does not 
favor putting the state into busi- 
ness to compete with private capital. 

The reason the demerit rating 
plan appears likely of favorable con- 
Sideration at this distance is be- 
cause most persons who have stud- 
ied the compulsory law look upon 
it as the one way in which to 
still the cry: “Why should the 
careful driver pay for the accidents 
of the careless operator?” 

Insurance Commissioner Merton 
L. Brown looks with favor upon the 
demerit rating system. He recom- 
mended it this year to the Legis- 
lature. 

Mayor James M. Curley ef Boston 
is another who believes there should 
be some difference in the rate for 
the careless and careful operator. 

The special commission which de- 
voted several months of study to the 
problem in 1929 was against repeal 
of the compulsory law. It made 
many recommendations, but these 
were rejected by the Legislature. It 
seems now that the old report may 
be dug out of the archives and put 
to use.

In 1919 our national debt reached its all-time highwater 
mark, standing at nearly twenty-five and a half billions of 
dollars. In the twelve years that have passed since then we 
have reduced our national indebtedness to a trifle over six- 
teen billions; that is, we had at the end of 1930, though pos- | 
sibly 1931 will see some increase in this amount. 

We have been paying off the debt at the rate of nearly | 
$1,000,000,000 a year. During boom times this was a sensi- | 
ble thing to do. We had plenty of money and nowhere would 
it be safer than in reducing our national debt. But today | 
the case is quite different. A suspension of payments into 
the sinking fund of the debt would bring a needed lightening 
of taxes. At a time like the present every added impost, 
even the fairly moderate income and other Federal taxes

imposed, represents an obstacle to business development. 
Certainly a temporary relief from sinking fund pay-| 
ments on the national debt is worth consideration. 


It Is a Breeze, Anyway 


HE lessons of depressed adversity have taught us not to 

become unduly optimistic over what may be local or 
temporary or factitious signs of uplift. As a matter of fact, 
we are by now rather inclined to reject rays of sunshine that | 
pierce for general gloom. 

The Federal Reserve Bank of New York has just issued 
a statement covering retail trade in that district, which} 
shows that this ultimate distribution to the consumer is now 
running about 6 per cent. behind its dollar volume at this 
time last year. But in the year there has been an average | 
drop in retail prices of 10 per cent, or even more. 

Now, there is only one answer to that. The consuming 
public is taking advantage of the general tendency to pass| 
on to it the benefits of lower prices of raw materials and 
manufacturing costs. The consuming public is buying goods 
in greater quantity, even though it is spending less money in 
doing so. This can only mean that retail buying today is}, 
making real inroads on the stocks of goods on hand in the 
retail stores of the country. 

Whether this is a definite sign of uplift, neither we nor 
any one else can say with any certainty, but this we can 
assert, that when revival comes it will first be felt in the retail 
trade. When the public again starts buying it will sweep the | 
merchants’ shelves and the demand will go forth to industry : | 
“Produce, for we can sell your goods.”

GASOLINE SALES GAIN 
DESPITE 5-CENT TAX 


Baton Rouge, La., Sept. 9.—E. A. 
Conway, supervisor of public ac- 
counts and collector of the 5-cent 
state tax on gasoline, reports that 
masoline tax collections during Au- 
gust show that sales during July 
amounted to 16,663,746 gallons, the 
largest amount ever taxed for one 
month in the history of the state.

La history of automobile financial responsibility acts 
comes back in about every jurisdiction to an attempt to 
gain some advantage for safety out of financial guarantee. 

The basis upon which compulsory insurance as such has 
always been considered has been invariably that of attaining 
safety in traffic and such laws when seriously considered by 
legislators have always been argued to the effect that to 
have such a law will make for the safety of the public. 

It has undoubtedly been the thought of legislators in the 
past that such a law should contribute to make accidents less, 
but, as is always the case, the development of this argument 
in favor of safety stimulated a decided counter argument 
which has been proven true by actual experience and by 
statistics to the effect that to compel insurance as a prere- 
quisite to operation on the highways does not and will not 
prevent accidents in any number at all. 

Troubles with the administration of a compulsory insur- 
ance law have developed and there is a strong controversy 
raging in Massachusetts as to what is a correct form. It 
therefore seemed, in view of all the arguments both for and 
against compulsory insurance, that some system should be 
worked out by which a state could enforce a guarantee which 
would work in with practice and with economic management 
by guarantors. From that thought the great system of 
financial responsibility laws has grown. The more advanced 
forms of these laws now include a very decided attempt to 
segregate into classes for the benefit of the guarantors the 
sort of risks which the state authorities consider operators 
to be. 

In most states there has been some kind of record system 
set up, and such, in its highest form, is essential if such a 
system as financial responsibility is to be a success, from 
which an operator’s performance over a long period can be 
gauged,.and a state can decide whether he is safe on the high- 
way without a guarantee or, if the decision is to the contrary, 
then as to which class he ought to go into in order to protect 
the public. Advanced laws have provided this factor. 

There has been a very decided change in the general 
attitude of the public toward this type of law. In the begin- 
ning it worked out rather indefinitely. The states which 
had it were experimenting and the information which would 
be provided for guarantors was meager and not sufficiently 
authenticated to be valuable. Now, however, in connection 
with the operators’ licensing system, so many states have 
succeeded in getting better control through the gathering of 
statistics and informative facts about operators that there is 
no reason why the financial] responsibility requirement can- 
not eventually work into a very decided aid for safety. 

The actual statistics of performance in Connecticut are 
about as follows: The financial responsibility act went 
into effect in 1926, and has been administered ever 
since. In the first year of its administration, proof of 
responsibility was required of approximately 8,500 drivers, 
and the number has increased year by year until in 1930 it 


| was practically double that. 


The classification into groups has existed only during 
2 y 


| two statistical years and about half of the total persons of 


whom proof has been required have been classified in one 
group or another below an average classification by filing 
insurance certificates in an overwhelming degree as com- 
pared wjth other forms prescribed. There are only a negli- 
gible number covered by affidavit, liens or bonds. 

There are one or two salient features of every such Jaw 
which ought to be considered and which must be adjusted if 
the resulting law is to be constitutional and administered 
successfully. One is the feature that the administrator i 
charge of its enforcement must not be required to do any 
judicial acts, but whatever he does must be along the clear 
lines of administrative duty. So, in recent amendments to 
the Connecticut law, the feature of discretion is absolutely 
eliminated. The law works out in an automatic manner so 
that its application is determined beforehand and the results 
obtained predicated upon exact administration. 

Another point which has arisen in some jurisdictions 
is that relating to the fixing of rates by a state through a 
law which requires that certain premiums be charged corre- 
sponding to the degree of risk which a man represents. Such 
a provision used to exist in Conecticut law. It was taken out 
because of the recommendation by the Legislature that what 
a company charges and who it writes on a guarantee contract 
is entirely its own business and the state ought not to have 
any compulsory determination as to what a company should 
charge. 

The theory which underlies the whole thing, of course, 
is that by making requirements for financial guarantee these 
requirements will run against the operators who have proven 
themselves by accidents or convictions unfit for the highway 
and when they are called upon for the furnishing of the 
guarantee, the guarantor will require the records for the past 
and decide whether he can safely take them on. If he decides 
he can’t, and the person against whom the decree has been 
issued is unable to find some one more charitable than this 
guarantor who has refused, that person cannot have any 
registration.
